Vessel Burned to Water’s Edge. 
The fire was brought under control at 6 
o'clock a. m., at which time only the shell, 
and hull of the Hankow remained.

In a few minutes the fire fighters had 
recovered seventy-five corpses. Many of 
them were huddled together and only 
singed, while others were incinerated beyond 
recognition. Of the cargo 200 bales of raw 
silk were saved, but badly damaged by water. 
The remainder was totally destroyed. 

There are many theories as to the cause 
of the fire. The first is that the fire was 
caused by the overturning of the lantern of 
a Chinese boarding house runner, who came 
aboard seeking customers. The second was 
that an oplum smoker accidentally set fire 
to matting, the third is that it was caused 
by the crossing of electric wires. 

A fourth theory and one that ie considered 
the most probable, is that the fire was tn- 
cendiary and was an outgrowth of a boycott 
against British river boats.

PACKERS TO ESCAPE TRIAL? 


Chicago Beef Men May Not Have 
to Face Jury Again. 


IMMUNITY IS°IN THE WAY. 


Roasevelt Too Busy with Standard Oi] 
Cases to Waste Time, 


Wasehington, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special. }—At- 
torney General Moody, it is understood, does 
not intend to prosecute the case in Chicago 
against the beef trust for violations of the 
anti-trust laws, although indictments have 
been pending since last year. Present indi- 
cations are that no efforts in the direction of 
placing the packers on trial will be made. 

The cases are blocked by the decision of 
Judge Humphrey granting immunity to the 
defendants as individuals. It is declared that 


the only thing to be gained by following up 


the matter, even if a favorable verdict is 


- returned, is a fine against the defendant com- 


panies. 

Such a decision would be followed by an 
appeal on the part of the defendants, the 
case ultimately would reach the United States 
Supreme court, and it would take montha, 
and possibly years, of litigation and ess 
effort to carry the matter through toa vic- 
torious ending. 


Drop Packers to Press Oi] Cases. 
By. pressing the packers’ cases other big 
cases the department of justice has on its 
hands—notably the prosecution of the Stand- 
ard Oil company—would suffer, it is feared. 
Indictments numbering nearly 200 have al- 
ready been voted in Chicago-against the 
Standard Oil trust. 

“Judge Humphrey’s decision on March 20 
last, upholding the packers’ claim to im- 
munity, ended a case that had been contested 
by the best legal talentin the country fortwo 
months. So important: was the case that 
Attorney General Moody went to Chicago to 
personally assist in the conduct of the gov- 
ernmment’s side of the suit. 


How First. Case Was Lost. 

The trial originally had been set for Jan. 
6, but on that date was postponed until Jan. 
17, owing to the iliness of Assistant Attorney 
General Miller. On Jan. 17 trial began. It 
was not until three days later that the attor- 
neys for the indicted Chicago beef packers 
entered their famous plea for immunity on 
the grounds that they had opened their books 
freely to James R. Garfield, the goverhment 
agent, on his promise that any information 
he gained should not be used against them. 

Upon this alleged promise made to the 

packers hinged the question of the guilt or 
inmocence of the packers. 
, Attorneys for the packers in their plea set 
up the following defense: That Garfield vis- 
ited Chicago for the first time on April 13, 
1804. Through Charles G. Dawes he met 
L. C. Krauthoff, counsel for Armour & Co., 
and 8. A. McRoberts, treasurer of that com- 
pany. Through James H. Eckels he was in- 
troduced to Edward Swift and Edward Mor- 
ris. He had his first interview with these 
representatives of the packing industry at 
the Chicago club on April 18, 1904, and out- 
lined the general purpose of his visit. 


Garfield’s Meeting with Packers. 
The packers at first were suspicious and 
asked for time to consult among each other. 
A tew days later Mr. Garfield met most of the 
packers or their attorneye at the office of 
H. A. Veeder & Co. and assured them they 
had nothing to fear personally from the in- 
vestigation of their books he desired to make. 

With this -understanding the packers 
opened their books and Mr. Garfield made 
his report. Parts of his report went to the 
grand jury, and the indictments followed. 
The immunity plea was practicall, the only 
one considered at the trial.

ever the cable trains, antiquated, decrepit, 
etc., etc., would be inetalled in the halls of 
memory. There seemed good reason to hope 
that last midnight would cover with its dark- 
nese the last of these rattlebang old “ grips "’ 
and trailers, and that this morning would 
usher in the first electric cars on the North 
Clark street and Lincoln averiue lines. But 
this is not to be—not yet. 

The Union Traction company has extended 
for one week at least the date of this change 
from the middle ages to modern times. The 
new care are not ready, the new curves in 
the tracks are not laid, the requisite electric 
power is lacking. 

So the cable trains will shuffle and clatter 
and become blockaded, as they have been 
doing for these many years along the north 
side thoroughfares. ‘This is the “ surprise : 
that awaite the people today. 

Electric “Owl” Cars Run. 

‘However, a step was taken early this morn- 
inig that presagesachange. The electric owl 
car service was inaugurated along Lincoln 
avenue and North Clark street, and those 
who remained up hoping to bid the last cable 
good-by had the privilege of riding home 
under the auspices of a trolley system. 

Bight big cars were used, all starting from 
Clark and Washington streets downtown and 
crossing the river over the Clark street 
 : first North Clark street car left Devon 
avenue, its northern terminus, at 12:16 a. m., 
and left Washington street at 1:08 o'clock, 
cars leaving each terminus at twenty-six 
minute intervals thereafter. The first Lin- 
coln avenue car left the downtown corner at 
12:55 a. m., running to Foster avenue, Bow- 
manville. Cars on this line also were run at 
twenty-six minute intervals. 

As both cars run in North Clark street to 
Center, this portion of the line has service 
every thirteen minutes. 


Old Cars Are Repainted. 

The first through electric car, though only 
a night car, was run by Peter Gart as motor- 
man and Otto Berthold wasconductor. The 
cars put in service on the line are not new, 
but just now are bright and respendant with 
fresh coats of paint. 

Horse cars had held forth in the street 
after 1 a. m., even up to the present time, 
although a few years ago compressed air } 
equipment was tried fora time. These com- 
pressed air cars were a feature of the north 
side “‘owl” service for four years. Their 
advent was heralded as the beginning of the 
new éra in transportation, without horses, 
cables, or trolleys, but they were not a suc- 
cess, and the horse remained the motive 
power until this day. 

The Cottage Grove avenue cable cars are 
to remain in service one week longer.

CANNOT BEAT THE BOOKIES. 


Veteran Sporting Man Tells of the Fail- 
ure of Both System and Hunch 
Players. 
ten 

“The drilling of holes in the bank rolls of 
the bookies,” said a veteran sporting man, 
“has been tried by about every man with 
afy sporting proclivities at one or divers 
times in his career, for of all the easy ways 
of living on the sunny side of Luxury lane 
shying dollars at the gallopers seems about 
the softest as regards possibilities and profit. 

“ As all sporting men know, and as those 
who may not have been bitten by the racing 
bug have often observed while at the track 
witnessing a race, it would appear from cer- 
tain positions In the grand stand that the 
horse whose number would be hung out by 
the s as having finished second, and in 
‘some instances even third, had really crossed 
the wire first, and that a mistake had been 
made in awarding the race to the horse whose 
number had been hung out as having won it. 

“This occurs in close finishes, and it has 
given rise to the track phrase of ‘ the angle 
of illusion,’ those in the grand stand having, 
from where they were sitting, viewed the 
ponies finishing from an oblique angle, while 
the judges, who are close to the track and 
directly opposite the wire, view the finish 
from a true right angle and of course are in 
a position, even in close finishes, to determine 
the actual result. 

“This ‘angle of illusion’ fits the whole 
game of life in the sporting world, only it 
should be changed to read from the stand- 
point of the would-be pony buster, ‘ the an- 
gie of delusion.’ It is because men, and 
bright men, too, in many instances can’t 
circumvent this angle of delusion that makes 
the wheels of the sporting world revolve on 
the same old axis year after year, and it 
forms an interesting study, apart from the 
gambling element of the question, for it 
should teach some men that they had better 
tear up their money and throw it into the 
—_— rather than attempt to square the 


ang 

” a rhis inability to see this angle of delu- 
sion, or, seeing, not having the power to 
circumvent it or resist its fascinations, is 
what ruine men, for the operation of the 
mind is so peculiar that they unconsciously 
chase the rainbow In the one fnstance and 
foolishly attempt to get around it in the 
other, and in both instances the result is tue 
same—they don't drill the holes in the bank 
rolls of the bookies they expected, but they 
do in their own pockets. 

“The other great fundamental element in 
sporting life is one which the average sport 
hasn't got the brains to understand, and you 
couldn’t hammer it in his head with a sledge 
hammer, and that is the element of human 
nature as applied to horse nature and its 
environment. This is the reason why all of 
the many and often ingenious theories, or 
‘systems,’ of beating the game aren’t worth 
the mental effort of their evolution or the pa- 
per they ate printed on. 

“There are many possible theories or sys- 
tems of beating the but they lack, of 
course, this element of h nature, which 
can’t be reduced to type and rules. So when 
men start in to operate them in actual prac- 
tice on the track the angles of delusion be- 
come so apparent to the player and hit him 
such sounding thumps fn the face so often 
and so hard that human nature steps in, 
asserts itself as it does elsewhere, and he 
shifts whem he should have remained stead- 
fast, and remaine steadfast when he should 
have shifted, and the more he tries to equal- 
ize the balance, as a rule, the harder he fails 
in the end. 

“On the other hand the man who relies 
upon hunches, superstitions, and other crazy 
quilt methods of chucking their good cash 
after bad are as big a set of idiots as those 
who approach the angle of delusion from a 
scientific standpoint, only more So. Any 
one who has given even a superficial study 
to the operations of the law of mathematical 
chance knows that the chanees of it operat- 
ing in favor of the individual in any game, 
business, or pursuit in life is variously esti- 
mated to be from one to ten to one to twenty 
against the individual, and that the per- 
centage Is so heavily against him that he is 
beaten if he rélies upon this element before 
he begins business or enters the game. 

“But of all the prise idiote we meet in 
the sporting world, it is those whose mental 
capacity carries them only so far as doing 
what ‘somebody else tells them ’ to do, and 
it has been estimated that about 80 per cent 
of the pony buckers thus follow the game. 
These prize idiots last as long as their roll 
is email or large, as the case may be. Some- 
times they hit it big. or go along fairly well 
at first, and then the deadly certain opera- 
tion of the law of mathematical chance hits 
them below the belt, or the angle of delusion 


gives them a few swift swats that bring

DYNAMITE IN A RACING WAR. 


High Tower Erected by Poolroom Men 
at Belmont Park Blown Up 
Unknown Parties, 


regular 


New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.)}—The war 
being waged on the poolroom interests of 
this city by the Jockey club developed a 
sensational aspect at Belmont Park today 
when some unknown men, prevumably acting 
for the Jockey club, dymamited the high 
steel observation tower erected by the pool- 
rooms just outside the quarter stretch fence. 

Early this morning the farmers in the 
neighborhood were shaken out of their beds 
and the country side watch dogs awakezed 
to furious barking by an explosion which de- 
molished the tower. The concrete founda- 
tion was scattered in every direction, while 
the steel spiral girders of the structure 
stood twisted and broken, as if they had been 
mere pipestems. 

The tower stood 208 feet high and was 
made of steel and stone. It had been built 
by joint subscription of the poolroom mag- 
nates of Manhattan and the “ Johnny” 
Payne National News company, purveyors 
to the western poolroom field, at @ cost of 
$20,000. The structure was used by the 
rooms to secure a description of the running 
of each race and the result. Operators with 
specially constructed telescope eye marine 
giasses stood on a high platform, from 
which ran telephone wires into New York.

The history of the Chicago-New York rec 
ord is an interesting one, dating back to 
1803. when Bert Holcomb established a mark 
of 76 hours tn a twenty-four horse power 
car. This was reduced to 72 hours by Jerry 
Ellis and A. G Schmidt of Chicago, but in 
1904 Holcomb regained his laurels by putting 
up 58 hours 48 minutes, which stood until this 
summer, when Carris cut it to 56 hours 58 
minutes. While not making any positive as- 
sertions! Holcomb believes that in the ride 
which starts tomorrow morning he will put 
the record between forty and fifty hours. 


Car with Magnetic Clutch. 


Motoring interest in the record attempt 
will be centered on the performance of the 
car because of its unique construction, which 
is now @isclosed for the first time. It is 
propelled by a 40-45 horse power four cylinder 
gasoline vertical motor, but in place of the 
ordinary friction clutch and transmission an 
electric clutch and separate electric motor 
are used under electric control. On the high 
speed practically all of the power of the en- 
gine is transmitted to a bevel gear driving 
shaft, there being only about 3 per cent slip 
in the electric clutch when the car is run at 
full speed. This slip generates a current 
which is used to magnetize the clutch when 
the circuit is closed on itself, so that the 
armature is pulled around by magnetism and 
not by friction. ot 

At lower speeds, or when more driving 
effort than that of the high speed is required, 
as in hill climbing, the magnetic clutch fs al- 
lowed to slip to a greater extent by opening 
its ciroult, and the current thus generated is 
passed through an electric motor, which 


pull, there still being the full turning effort 
of the engine transmitted direct to the 
bevels by the pull of the magnetic clutch. 
There are five forward and two reverse speeds 
and an electric brake. 


Power Always Used Direct. 


The result of all this is that a certain per- 
centage of power is always used direct with- 
out its efficiency being reduced by conver- 
sion into electricity and then back again Into 
mechanical power. It will be seen that the 
magnetic clutch acts as an ordinary friction 
clatch with the difference that when the 
frittion slips in the ordinary clutch consider- 
able power is lost. As there is absolutely no 
frictional loss through slipping, the slippage, 
instead of generating heat, generates elec- 
tricity, which is used to add driving power 
to the wheels by passing through the elec- 
tric motor, 

There is no change made in the mechanical 
relation between the engine and the rear 
wheels for changes in speed. There areonly 
three bearings, of the Hess-Bright type, be- 
tween the engine and the rear axle. There 
are no grease cups or tubes in the entire 
machine aside from the engine. 

In outward appearance the car resembles 
the ordinary gasoline tourirg car, except that 
in place of the ordinary gear shifting de- 
vices there is a smal! hand lever, similar to 
those seen on electric vehicles, which con- 
trols the speed.

ANOTHER UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 

As if there were not languages enough 
already. to confuse and. confound the trav- 
élef,. a California professor has invented 
a new language, chiefly: of English and 
Greek, which he now is téeady to submit 
to the world and with ‘the alleged ‘favor- 


words. with import. more grievous than is 
conveyed by “ Dear me!” In this new 
tongue a man may converse with extreme 
grace and finency and in good . temper, 
but if he wishes to express himself with 
unparliamentary force he must resort’ to 
the older and less plished languages. 

A German philosopher characterized his 
own language as“important for. vigorous 
and forcible’ speech, the French as an 
elegant language for ladies, and English 
as an excellent.tongue for swearing pur- 
poses. Hence it may be inferred that 
the professor in his new language has 
softened his selections from the English 
by blending them with the Greek ih such 
a way as to obviate the difficulty.. In- 
deed, it is‘ not impossible’ that he has 
preserved the word “ parallelopipedon,”’ 
which so*confused the fishwife and which 
may he huried at an opponent in argu- 
ment with the traditional success. Surely 
no better.or more purposeful blending, of 
Greek and English is possible. 

As for “Dear me,” ‘the expression, 
while somewhat egotistical and self-vaunt- 


most refined circles of society. For a 
time it was claimed that’ the words were 
a corruption of the Italian Dio mio, .but 
etymologists now agree that such con- 
struction is absurd and that no such pro- 
fane interpretation is possible except 
through the wildest stretch of the live- 
liest imagination. So if the professor has 
chosen to permit the equivalent of this 
mild explosion in his new language it will 
not excite alarm and consternation even 
in countries where the inhabitants are 
not hardened by the appalling eruptions 
of nature.

* "The hopes of those who saw in concrete 
a cheap, durable, and easily handled ma- 
terial for the ‘construction of houses have 
received a temporary setback from the 
action of organized labor. One would sup- 
pose that the interest. of the trade unions 
would lie on the side of anything which 
would decrease the cost of living sv long 
as it did not diminish wages, but in. this 


cage they have acted contrary to their 


own interest: “At the same time they 
have. affronted skilled» workmen by put- 


ting those who have. spent years in ac- 


quiring dexterity on: a-level.with those 
who have spent one minute in learning 
where to dump a wheelbarrow. 

The great merit of concrete is its dia 
ness. A mold is put in place and the 
Any one 
with sufficient strength to wheel.a barrow 
ean do this part of the work without ex- 
perience. The concrete hardens into stone 
while the mold may be removed and used 
again. The work’ must be directed by 
skilled men, but the manual! labor requires 
less brain work than digging a trench .or 


“eweeping a street, much less taan driving 


a horse or running a trolley. Yet the 
union bricklayers in New York City have 
served notice upon contractors that only 


men holding cards as bricklayers or. re- 


ceiving pay as such shall be allowed ta. 
wheel the barrows. Seventy cents an 
is the price fixed to be paid for this work. 
Many an experienced. mechanic, clerk, 
government employé, or hardworking 
farmer will envy the men who can make 


$5.60 a day, about $1,700 a: year, at an 


occupation which -reguires no training, 
skill, or responsibility. The expert brick- 
layer might be expected to have a feeling 
of shame when he finds himself, pushing 
a barrow and a’ green hand by his side 


‘receiving the same pay. 


The effect of thie rise in the cost of 
labor must ‘be disastrous to plans, which 
had been formulated for building cheap 
but sanitary and comfortable homes for 
people of moderate means. Every man 
who cherishes the hope of building ‘a home 
of his. own at.some future day has-been 
interested: in the prospect held out by the 
development of the ‘uses of concrete in 
building. It has appeared that a house 
as durable as one of stone or brick coulé 
But if labor 
must be paid for at this extravagant price 
building will be checked. The bricklayers 
will make nothing: by it. There will. be 
just as many -bricks: to lay, with or with- 
out the. construction .n concrete. In the 
long run the workingmen will be the 
losers, as they always are by anything 
which restricts business and increases the 
cost of living: Pressute should be 
Brought upon the bricklayers by the mem- 
bers of other unions te prevent’ them from 
dealing this. .blow ‘to trade and industry. 


A SUGGESTION TO HOSTESSES. 

Properly placed in the class ‘of Tony 
Weller’s “‘wery sensible obserwations ”’ 
are the remarks of Dr. Schofield of Eng- 
land at the opening series of the Gresham 
lectures.

He .dées. not .believe _ .in 
counting mouthfuls up to forty or more, 
but he argues in favor of moderation and 
variety in food and in the discretion of 
the man at table to.control his .appetite 
to conform to the ability. of his stomach. 
And, in. particular, he inveighs. against 
the mistaken hospitality of hostesses who 
press their guests to swallow food beyond 
the natural limitations of their digestive 
organs, and who thereby constitute them- 
selves’ an open foe to health and happi- 
ness. 

In this arraignment ot so-called hospi- 
tality diners out of 4 sexes’ will cor- 
dially join. No one, with the invariable 
exception of the small boy who never has 
enough, will fail to.reeall the. instances 
where the officious godd nature of’ his 
hostess and her sodlicitons attention to the 
condition of his plate have been ae much 
a source of intmediate annoyance as subse- 
quent indigestion..:. The. amiable lady’s 
motives are the kindliest; she is proud of 
her cuisine—possibly of her own skili-—- 
and she confuses importunacy with hospi- 
tality. Here the virtues. of ‘Fletcherism 


are asserted, for. the muncher. is hardly |

this ancient and fllustrious family,.the twelfth 
duke of Croy, at Bruseele, and the succession 
of his 17 year old son Charles to the family 
henors, which icclude French, German, Bel- 
gian, and Austrian dignities, as wéll as the 
Spanish grandezsa. 
Like Lord Grey, governor général of Can- 
ada, whose name is an English corruption 
of the French word “ Croy, “ the new duke 
traces the origin of the house to Bela II.. king 
of Hungary. and the importance of the Croys 
as one of the mediatiged or former sovereign 
dynasties of Europe may best be illustrated 
by the fact that Princess Isabella of Croy, 
sister of the late duke, married on a footing 
of perfect equality Archduke Frederick of 
Austria, the richest member of the house of 
Hapsburg. Emperor Francis Joseph hesi- 
tated, it is true, before giving his consent to 
the match, but when Princess Isabella's 
father declared that he would not allow hie 
daughter to wed Archduke Frederick other- 
wise than sharing his honors and his im- 
_perial rank the Austrian monarch gave way. 
oe 

All the wealth of the Croy family is con- 
centrated in the bands of its chief—namely: 
the duke—who makes his home at Bruseele 
during the winter and at, Dulmen, in West- 
phalia, during.the summer. The other mem- 
bers of the house are far from rich, as may 
be gathered from the fact that three of its 
princes have sought a lvelihood in America. 
It has always been so, and only a few years 
ago the attention of the present czar wae 
called to the fact that the mummified remaing 
of Prince Charles Eugene de Croy, who com- 
manded in 1700 the troops of Peter the Great 
before Narva, were still unburied at Reval, 
on account of the debts with which he was 
overwhelmed at the time of his death. In 
certain portions of-Europe the creditors have 
the right to seize the corpse of their debtor, 
and prevent ite interment until the relatives 
and heirs settle the claime against the de- 
ceased. There were a number of these claims 
against the prince, and successive genera- 
tions of hie creditors, by means of litigation, 
managed to keep his body above ground for 
two centuries, until Nicholas Il, finally in- 
tervened, ordered the liabilities to be compro- 
mised by the imperial treasury, and the much 
retarded ‘corpse to be interred with full miflt- 
tary honors. 

It may be mentioned in this connection thet 
when Queen Victoria’s father, the duke of 
Kent, diediso suddenly at Wey bridge his local 
creditors made a sintilar attempt to hold his 
retheaing and to prevent their tranefer to 
Windsor for burial) until his Nabilities had 
.been-. settled, no end of scandal resulting 
therefrom. Queen Victoria never forgot thie 
indignity, put upon her father, and Wey- 
bridge, which until that time had occupied a 
high phace in the favor of the reigning house, 
was ever afterwards boycotted by English 
royalty.

Lord FitzWilliam, who has just been elect- 
ed a member of the Jockey club in Eng- 
_.dand, after being on several occasions black- 
' balled, and who is recovering from a serious 
attack of enteric fever, a malady to which 
he has been prone ever since his participa- 
tion in the Boer war, can boast of owning 
the -biggest country bouse in all England. 
Known as Wentworth house, it is a place so 
huge that guests find it of advantage to 
bring with them treble the ordinary number 
of hats, which are kept at the various ¢en- 
trances, so as to save them the trouble of 
walking about a quarter of a mile from one 
entrance in order to fetch the hat which they 
may have left dt another. It is asserted, 
moreover, that when baron von Liebig, the 
eminent German scientist, staid there he 
insisted on being provided before he retired 
for the night with a packet of wafers, so that 
by dropping them in a continuous line from 
the smoking ‘room to his bedroom he might 
the next morning find his way back again. 
Wentworth house stands in a vast and 
beautiful wooded park, looks out upon @ 
picturesque chain of lakes, and was bullt in 
the early part of the eighteenth century by 
the celebrated architect, Flitcroft, is Italian 
in style, and has a facade nearly 1,000 feet 
in length. Among the features of the place 
im the superb collection of paintings, the 
finest and largest in England, comprising a 
portrait. by Vandyke of the ill fated earl of 
Strafford, to whom Wentworth house for- 
merly belonged. Lord Strafford, who, it may 
be remembered, was put to death on the 
scaffold during the reign of King Charlies I., 
after being sacrificed by the latter, left the 
estate to his daughter, Lady Anne Went- 
worth, who married Lord Rockingham, and 
it was a daughter of this Lord Rockingham 
? who married the third earl of Fitz Wiliam. 
flanks to which the vast Wentworth prop- 
erty came into the possession of the Fitz- 
Williams, who had been settled at Milton, 
near Peterborough, since the days of Edward 
the Confessor, to whom the founder of the 
faniliy, William FitzWilliam, was & cousin. 
Tw elfth in Lineal descent from this William 
FitzWiliam, of Edward the Confessor’s 
time. was that sheriff of London, a friend 
of Cardinal Wolsey, who after the latter's 
; Gisgrace had the courage to entertain him 
with. great honor and hospitality at Milton. 
Taken to task for this by King Henry VIL. 
he replied that Khe hadmo intention of show- 
ing contempt for his sovereign’s wishes, but 
that he had acted from motives of grati- 
tude to the cardinal, who had been his friend, 
his master, and his patron. This answer 
so. pleased “ Bluff King Hal,” that he imme- 
diately knighted FitzWilllam, and made 
him one of his privy council, stating that a 
man possessed of so much loyalty wae 4 
taluable adherent. It was this Sir William 
‘FiteWitiam's grandson who was governor 
of Fotheringay castle when Mary Queen of 
Geotse was executed there; and on going to 
the scaffold the unforttinate lady gave him 
a portrait of her son, afterwards Jame I., 
which is today.one of the most cherished 
heiriooms of the FitsWilliam family.

English country life at Wentworth Wood 
house is conducted on the most princely 
seale. ‘There is, of course, a private chap- 
lain «and a private band of music, while a 
physician is paid $2,500 a year regularly for 
attendance on the family, the guests, and 
the members of the house, no matter whether 
his services are required or not. Every Tues- 
day in the months of October and Novem- 
ber is set apart for self-invited guests, and 
those who wish to partake unbidden of the 
FitzWilliam hospitality have only to write 
their names beforehand in a book kept in the 
hati for the purpose. Often as many as 170 
zit Gown to dinner on Tuesday nights in the 
large dining hall; many remaining over night 
to sleep. This grand old feudal custom, 
which so far as Il am aware, has been re- 
tained by no other noble family in England, 
or, for the matter of that, in Durope, is never 
abused, and while no one is ever turned 
away, no matter how modest his or her at- 
tire, self-invited guests arealmost invariably 
gentile folk. 

Lord FitzWtliam’s recent iliness, which 
brought bim to the verge of the grave, must

It 
would make small banks as safe so far as the depositor’s principal is 
concerned, but security of priticipal is by no means all that is considered 
by one in selecting a bank. A large percentage of depositors view most 
banks as being upon a plane as to security and select their bank for 
divers reasons, the personnel, acquaintance, line of credit, etc. Others 
look wholly to security; and to this class the safety of their interest 
will cause them to discriminate and probably arrive at about the same 
conclusion as at present. Unquestionably the ratio of deposits would 
remain approximately as they now are. 

Again, the failure of a small. bank hurts the large ones. Would 
it not have been good business for banks generally to have made up 
a purse and paid off the depositors in the last two notable failures 
and pocketed whatever loss there might be? H is quite possible that 
the commercial interests would have helped gladly. 

There are two classes of people with money, and they regard 
banks from different points of view. One deposits money in banks, the 
other does not.

The attitude’ of thé children themselves toward the 
warring parents is rather inclined toward the father. 
They are more French than American, having been 
raised in France and in such luxury and extravagance 
that they ‘scarcely .know the meaning of money, the 
ting that has caused all—or almost all—the woes 
of the American girl who allied her millions to a doubt- 
ful French title. 

Their loyalty to their mother is naiioatted: but be- 
tween America and France they choose France, because 
the two older ones have been trained in French schools, 
and, deeper than that, because they have been reared 
in the religion of their father. If the choice lies with 
them it will be France and the Roman Catholic church 
on one’ sidé, and the love of their mother—and money— 
on the other. The countess herself has become almost 
French. 

The $65,000,000 children are handsome and clever 
youngsters, and the youngest, who bears the name of 
the great and piratical pioneer millionaire, is declared 
to be the handsomest child in Paris. His portrait has 
been painted by the most famous artists of -France, 
and as a baby his beauty attracted attention every- 
where. ‘ The physical perfection: of the children is mar- 
veled: at by soctologists because. the mother is under- 
sized, sdllow and irregular of feature, while the father 
is small, effeminate, and yet thhandsome in his way. 
He might be called pretty rather than handsome. 

Boni and George were at school when the final 
ture between their father and mother came, when the 
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American girl, after eleven years of dazzling iife with 
a stupendous spendthrift, turned under the final blow. 
Perhaps even yet they do not know of the story that 
linked the name of their father with that of the duchess 
d’Uzes, on which the suit of the mother for divorce is 
mainly based, no. matter how, for the sake of the name 
of royalist society in Paris, the bill for divorce is 
worded.

“We just slipped into it,” smiled Miss Porter, “ but 
our friend told his friends, and soon we had a lot of 
dogs to manage. Now we often have forty-five or fifty- 
at a time in addition to our own.” 

Collies, according to this warm admirer, are “like 
children.” Miss Porter, whom all the dogs, collies and 
otherwise, adore, says that they “talk” to her, making 
her understand all their needs and desires, anticipating 
her wishes sometimes.

. farm and household. There is small pleasure in leav- 


ing @ comfortable bed on cold or wet nights to see what 
ails the collies, replenish the hot water bag that ‘keeps 
well and happy the young puppies, or make sure that 
their nervous mothers are supplied with warm milk 
every two hours. 


Farm work and seasons have a way of coming on 


ali at once and demanding undivided attention simul- 
taneously in half a dozen ways and places. Thefe is 
little time for recreation, since the eager girls are up 
‘at halfpast 4 daily—Miss Benson leaves the house at 
half past 6 every morning and does not regain it until 
& quarter to § in the evening—and the unceasing care 
‘necessary for the best results with dogs and chickens 
makes Miss Porter’s share of the partnership decidedly 
confining.

Storehouses for Toys. 

Miss Brison has also thought out things that baby’s 
caretakers can appreciate. “Did it ever occur to you,” 
say the Craftamen, “that we insist on our children 
picking up their things and then provide no place to put 
them? How would y like to put your things under 
the bed or on the floor in the corner of the nursery?’ 
There is a large Noah’s ark for a storehouse On wooden 
runners, with strong handles at either end. Another 
thing to meet this need is a big cabinet with a shelf 
for books; and just under this a place to hang up hats 
and coats. Below again is a beautiful long groove for 
poles and sticks. Then beneathtis a place with doors to 
hold the big things. All this is in dark oak on mission 
lines and is made pretty enough to be one of the most 
prized pieces of living room furniture partly because 
of the artistic curtain which Miss Brison has designed 
to cover the coats and poles. It is of soft browns and 
has rows of Mother Carey chickens at the bettom stand- 
ing delightfully on one leg. There is also a carved 
piece of the chickens at the top. : 

Other Mother Carey pieces are a settee for the porch, 
with a place to ‘hold toys and there are chairs of the 
same type which are between the high chair and the 
common ones, so that one will not have to get the dic- 
tionary out. 

One of the beauties of this Toyland is that no little 
boy ever smashes his best things—they will not break. 
He will not suck the paint off, as the one or two artis- 
tic colors that are put on are so stenciled that they will 
not come off. Even the toys are built on the strong 
lines of mission furniture and will last so that they can 
get to be loved and become old friends. Detafis are not 
carried out so far as to leave nothing to the Httle boy 
or girl’s own imagination. For instance, on the door of 
her Kindervilla one little girl rigged up a sleigh bell 
for a door bell.

He had farm lands in 
Wisconsin, wild lands, and a big office bulld- 
ing at the northwest corner of the capitol 
square in Madison.

But a competence was not all that Frank 
Ogden hed anticipated it would be.

The woman's colleges, waking up to the 
fact that they must have physical culture, 
demand this same general standard, andare 
catrying ft still farther to the woman 
who ts a college graduate. From thisit comes 
that those schools of physical culttire who

graduate td the clubs, settlements; churches, 
and Yi W. C. A.’8, and the college graduate 
or the one who has had musical, medical, and 
perhaps advanced elocutionary training gets 
the college. plum. 

In money the avérage small.college pro- 
fessorship brings less than it does in other 
branches. A girl who was considered lucky 
to be sent out to a small school from Chicago 
the other day gets $600 for the year, at oe 
ing rooms, board, and laundry. 

Of the positions that are open to ‘women 
in Chicago there are about twenty ifn the 
public schools. There is a woman in chargé 
of each of the woman's gymnasiums in the 
parks, in the majority: of the girls’! private 
schools, all schools of oratory, elocution, and 
the drama; parochial schools, and kinder- 
garten colleges. A prominent musical col- 
lege of Chicago has made a new departure 
this year in organizing this department. 

Studios in which different branches of the 
work are taught privately are common tn 
Chicago, and many young women have studio 
headquarters from which they organize 
ciasses, The girl who goes it alone sometimes 
does better than on salary, oné girl having six 
classes in different schools, from which she 
evucities $90 a month. Again, hosts of girls 
who have had incomplete physical in- 
struction are only making pin money. All 
things taken together, it is a field to which 
the educated girl may look for increase in 
demand during the next five years.

Do you think the steamship oqgi- 
pany has any one there to cash those little 
credit slips, which mean food for the starv- 
ing? O, no! It is too early for any decent 
man to be up at work. The only way to get 
the money due them, to satiefy and still their 
hunger, is to go to the saloons and cash it in

“Hé rode over the New England 
country: and bought fat cattle, which he 


shipped to Brighton, Mass. Widening hie field —

During this period of activity he did pot for- 
get the old - wagon with which he thade his 
first. delivertes,.and he shipped it to Chicago.

It is admitted that while women are de- 
clinihe im the dental profession in this coun- 
try they are tnereasing and making rapid 
strides in the practice of dentistry in foreign 
countries.

A young woman dentist of this country who 
several years ago established herself in Ber- 
lin “is. said to have built up a practice thet 
is worth $20,000 a year, the greater number 
of her patrons being women and children. 

There probably are few professions to which 
women are so well adapted or which can be 
acquired as readily and prove so remunera- 
tive as dentistry.

Dogs would keep down the budget dnd build up the 
force—if the plan worked as well flere as in Europe. 
In one of the Belgian cities thirty dogs, according to 


the records of arrests, did the work of forty-eight men, 
both from point of arrests and in territory guarded. 
The wages of forty-eight men would be $48,000 a year. 
The cost of keeping, training, and feeding the thirty 
dogs, if it coulf’ be done here. as cheaply as in Ghent, 
for instance, would be $562.50.

Good Experiment for Outlying Stations. 

“T am not urging this plan on any one or suggest- 
ing its tmmediate adoption in Chicago, but I would 
like to'see it experimented with here at some of the 
outlying stations, to see whether or not it is practical.

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“ Ate to the life saving dogs, Paris has proved them 
suckessful. During the world’s fair at Paris it is stated 
that ten trained dogs averaged five lives each saved 
during that» year. ‘There the life saving force is part 
of the police force. A few dogs’ accompanying patrol- 
men whose beats are along the river’ might save a lot 
of lives in Chicago in a year, and the park police could 
use them efficiently. 

“The system of training dogs in Paris is simple—as 
simple as teaching a spaniel to bring a stick to land. 
A dummy figure is thrown into the river, the big New- 
foundlands are shown what is wanted, and they soon 
learn to assist the trained life savers. They learn 
quickly and, with a few lessons, will seize a drowning 
person right by the back and hold him. until help ar- 
rives. Sometimes they will tow the drowning person 
to the quays. 

“here are enough good Newfoundiands ‘{n Chieago 
to patrol the lakes, rivers, and lagoons. They are in- 
teljigent dogs and would make good patrols, too, where- 
as now a dog the size of a Newfoundland ought to be 
shot, as i is too big for city life and a nuieance except 
in the suburbs and residence districts..

Belgian Dogs Answer ‘Signals. 

“The police dogs of Belgium are trained to answer 
signals. A reyolver shot .from a neighboring beat 
causes a patrolman to unleash his dog, and, where 4 
policeman al attacked, or where his own dog je kijiled, 
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he knows that help will come from all the neighboring beats much 
faster than a man could reach the scene. Besides that, whistles for 
help are recognized by the dogs, and their sense of direction leads 
them to the spot in the straightest line. 

‘While it is only an idea with me, I believe Chicago is the city 
in which dogs could best be used, and that life and property would 
be safer if a hundred or twd hundred trained dogs were added to the 
force. I would guarantee that every patrolman who is assigned a 
dog will train him as carefully within a month as the trained dogs 
of Belgian cities are trained now. Every man would take a pride 
in his assistant.

Time and again vessels have stranded there 
on the sands, unharmed, but und@ the imfiu- 
ences of the winds and the waves the sands 
slip out from the vessel's keel until holes are 
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formed in such a manne; that the weight of the 
stranded craft finally breaks it in two. 

Several years ago the tug Crowe of the Dunham 
line sank off Michigan City and the spot where it went 
down was marked. But within a week the sands had 
swallowed the craft and weeks spent in trying to place 
the wreck were unavatiing. 

Along the Michigan City shore the lake currents 
are strong, carried by the northeasters in the spring 
and by the southwest winds of summer and the au- 
tumnal equinox, running from west to east. Ordinarily 
the lake vessel sailing this southern end of Michigan 
lake has only to drop its lead line to keep from ground- 
ing. Yet the wrecks that have been reported by the 
government in the last fifteen years would indicate 
that seiling the southern end of the lake is not all that 
it is chartered. This list for the fifteen years ending in

Big Storm of 1894 Broke the Wreck Record. 


To this total for the same period the harbor of Mil- 
waukee shows eighteen foundered vesels of all kinds. 

The great storm of May 18, 1894, caused that to be 
a record breaking year for stranded vessels on the 
southern Illinois rim of Lake Michigan. Seven vessels 
were driven ashore at Chicago and to this list Michigan 
City added three, Whiting one, Glencoe one, and Mil- 
waukee three. 

This northeaster blew én cold following a long pre- 
vailing southwest wind thet. had stirred Lake Mich- 
igan’s Gepths. At one time the gale reached sixty miles 


eff ff * 
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an hour, and when it had blown out ten lives had been 
lost amd the shore was strewn with wreckage from 
Glencoe to Mighigan Ofty, Ind. The southwest wind 
which had been* blowing strong had kept the lumber 
fleet beyond the Chicago breakwater for days. When 
the northeaster broke, anchors dragged and cables 
parted until off shore from the present Grant park 
everything was wreckage. 

In the height of the storm the schooners Rainbow 
and Jack Thompson collided outside the breakwater 
off Van Buren street’ Six of the crew of the Rainbow 
climbed the rigging and for hours were todsed, and 
drenched, and chilled until after several attempts at 
rescue they embarked upon a hatch that served as a 
raft and were driven ashore at Twenty-third street. 
The schooner Myrtle went ashore at Twenty-sixth 
street and six of ite crew drowned. | 


* 
Wrecks in Smooth Water at Midday. 


How the vesselman May wreck himself in smooth 
weather and daylight, however, is another story than 
this. Perhaps the most striking wreck of the kind was 
that which came to the captain of the steamer F. W. 
Wheeler, which came down from the straits, heading 
for Chicago, and which in the still of a quiet dusk 
bumped into the Indiana shore at Michigan City. Last 
year the naval vessel Dorothea, heading for Mackinac 
in smooth water and broad day, beached itself in plain 
sight of a. white farmhouse up the shore! 

But of all the wrecks attracting attentions and sym- 
pathies, that of the missing Chicora still feads in lake 
history. Bits of its wreckage came ashore at different 
times and places, though never a passenger was heard 
of. 

As a mere lake mystery the fate of the schooner 
Thomas Hume is stranger, in that no piece of wreckage 
—not even a fire bucket—ever has been picked up and 
no trace of one of its crew wncovered. 

These belong to the mysteries of the bottom of Lake 
Michigan—mysteries which no diver ever hopes to solve.

TATISTICS show that there are 600,000 
criminals in this country, and that only 
76,000 of them are incarcerated. Of this 
600,000 one-third are under 20 years of 
age, one-half under 21 years of age, and 
the chances are that all of them will con- 
tinue criminals through the remainder of 
their lives. It is plain that the ranks of 
the cniminals are recruited from young persons, and it 
is this fact that makes the question, What shall we do 
with our crimimals? such an important one. 

‘We are all subjected to temptation, and, whether we 
yield or resist, are conscious of an inward conflict, Most 
good men recall] crises in their lives where the turning 
dside from an alluring sin saved them from a career 
of evil, while the most desperate criminals can remem- 
ber yielding to some one temptation that started them 
upon a course of crime. It is this universal pergonal . 
knowledge of ourselves that renders attractive to many 
of us narratives of criminal doing, even of the most 
atrocious nature. The man of 40 who kills another 
woulé have tecoijed in horror from a like suggestion if 
it had been made to him at 20, while at 10 he only de- 
cided to disobey his mother after the seyerest struggle 
of his life. In other words, men fall inte criminal lines 
by gradations, which are swift or slow, according to the 
weakness of their moral natures.

. Education a Crime Cure. 

Bducation is an important factor In the treatment of 
criminals. Investigation shows that the educated 
are sixteen times less Mable to commit crime than the 
uneducated. Out of 599 criminals selected at rendem 
in a New York privon 51 knew absolutely nothing, 34 
could barely read, 214 could barely read and write a let- 
ter, 211 were reasonably well educated, 49 had attended 
high schools and colleges, and but one was a college 
graduate. 

The professional criminal belongs in prison, where 


he should be kept at work earning an honest living, 
He should be kept there until he is cured of his crim-. 


inal habits if it keeps him @ convict until the end of 
his life, There is ample scope for the indulgence of 
human feeling and. the practice of charity in dealing 
with our brothers, the criminals, in testing days of 
temptation and peril, when we see our convicts passing 
out of the safety of the prison into the dangers of free- 
dom. What has society, what has the law, what has 
the individual done to protect and encourage the ex- 
convict on hie discharge from imprisonment? 3 

The chief difficulty is not in the way, but in the will, 
to accon#plish the desired result.

Real Crime he a Disaies. 

Real crir e is a disease, or, rather, crime is the 

symptom of a subtle disease of brain and nerves, just 

s a rash fin some cases. a symptom of fever. All of 
those who are criminals—and in this list I place the 
ancient conquerors, the gentleman adventurers, the 
burgiar, the counterfeiter, the swindler, the priest of 
high finance—ali of those who are tinged with the 
evil—all of those who are criminals—I say have the 
disease, There are epidemics of crime; certainly orime 
moves in waves. There are epidemics of various forms, 
as there are epidemics of smallpox or measles. There 
are criminals who are always criminals of ane kind— 
social «ancer, social consumptives. 

Crime is contagious. I have seen honest, law abiding 
méen turn within a fortnight to criminals. [ have seen 
others In whom the course of the inocujation was 
slower. The only way to abolish orime is to treat H as 
a disease. Society standing with clutched skirts end 
shrinking from its contaminating touch never will re- 
form the criminal. 

Orime, its causes, its results, and its treatment are 
in a real and deep sense part of the business of every 
community and of a.j its members.

Prisoners Treated in Wrong Way. 

The beneficent influence of local, state, and national 
society upon prisons and prison discipline and manage- 
ment. are plainly visible in many states, byt, after - 


it Ig pafe to say’that a large majority of the prisoner 


accused of convicted of crime in the United States are 
dealt with in defiance of jus{ and wise principles in 
these four yital particulars; 

FIRST—The young and thoughtless, the beginners in law break- 
ing, apd accidép ta) eriminals suspected of guilt are arrested and 
lodged tm eity prisons or county Jails and there detained for trial, 
huddled together with old and hardened offenders, to be educated 
and trained th the whole art and mystery of criminal life. 

SECOND = Professional ecrimingls are sentenced fer short 
terms, according to the supposed enormity of their respective 
crimes, arid at the end of thelr terms are sent forth to prey upon 
seciety @nd to instruct others to lead lives of infamy and of hostil- 
ity to the welfare of the public. ° 

THIRD — Prisgnera are dischatged at the eng of their terme 
under euch circumstances that the chances are ex-convicts, 
with all the world against them, will be compelled to make a living 
by a return to their old way Bnd be confirmed in their enmity to 
the weli-belpg and good order of society. 

FOURTH—Owgr prisons in many if not most cages are under 
wardens and other prison officers who hold their places as politica! 


* appointments, liable to be renewed without regard to qualifications 


or experience on merely partisan considerations. 

These four pregnant facts, even if no other causes 
were in operation, would sufficiently explain the in- 
crease of crime in the United States. -

Pity and Sentiment wee 


The convict on emerging from prison should be no 
more an object of pity than when he entered its ddors. 
The ‘taint on his life is a paft of his punishment, It 
is not only for himeelf but for the protection of so- 
clety, of mankind, that the futuré of the criminal 
could be @ matter of sincere and lasting interest, It 
ie cheaper and better for society that he should be 
mad: a good man than that he should continue as an 
outiaw, under .police surveillance, causing further 
rouble and expense in the administration of justiee— 
an expensive, future inmate of prisons... To reform 
criminals is a great and beneficent work for the crim- 
inal, but in a larger sense for society. 

The system of indeterminate sentences has been 
a theme of discussion by all who have an interest in 
thia department of social selence, The system implies 
@ sentence on conviction that should not be for a lim- 
ited term as now provided by the criminal law but a 
sentence which shall expire on the determination of 
some proper authority that the convict has suffered pun- 
ishment enough to atone for the offense and to insure 
future good conduct so far as it can be insured by pun- 
ishment for past misconduct.

These cards represent the greatest philanthropies in 
Chicago, and to the destitute. The greatest ef these is 
the model lodging house, that opens wide its hospitable 
doors to the old and young, with no age limit, no wait- 
ing Hst, no letters of introduction or reference, no in- 
quiries about the past or future, and no red tape. It 
is emough that a woman is tired and hungry, that she 
needs food and shelter, and she is made welcome.

to friends, or bring them here or to our home for 
transients, where they are given lodging. Last year 
they alded 2,740 unprotected travelers, and many se- 
cured work through our employment agency,” says 
Mrs. Chamberiain.

One Year's Work of Y. W. C. A. 

“The guest of the Y. W. C. A. has no conception «f 
the self-sacrifice that has made this hé@me possible for 
workers and students,” she continued. “ In’ 1877 we 
opened with one boarder, and Jast year we entertained 
5,356 in our two homes, the girls coming from ten

foreign countries and twenty-two states in the tnion. 
One hundred and ten women from thirty-four churches 
are giving the best that is in them to this work, and 
together with every member of the corporate board 
down. to the humblest scrub women are contributing to 
the individual comfort of every member °f our housc- 
hold.” 

The home for self-supporting women was founded 
nineteen years ago, and the board of. fifty Chicago 
ladies hope to celebrate its twentieth anniversarv by 
laying the cornerstone of a new building. At present 
they are quartered in a large double house, with “the 
castie” in the rear connected with the main bu:lWing 
by what romancere of the fifteeth century would term 
“a draw bridge,” which, however, is never drawn: 
Dormitories are popular with homesick girls, who would 
die of foneliness in a single room, but revel in the 
gay companionship of half a dozen or more girla. Their 
principal battle cry for a new home is, “ Please give us 
plenty of dormitories,” And they are not to be despised 
even by girls accustomed to the privacy of thelr own 
rooms, Sunny, well ventilated, and outfitted with com- 
fortable beds, private dressing roome, locker and’ bath. 
There is no laundry, for the home is unier the smoke 
of many factories, but every Saturday night clean 
wheets, pillow slip, one bath and two face towels are 
hung on the foot of each bed, and once in three weeks 
the spreads and curtains Tt changed.

Home for Self- Supporting W omen. 

The home i# hampered by lack of room, as it Ac- 
commodates Only seventy-nine guests, and notwith- 
standing the age and wage limit, there is always 3 
waiting list of from forty to sixty girls inder 30, sin- 
gle, married, widowed, and divorced, Preferenc: is 
given to homeless, unprotected young girls eirn:ng a 
small salary. The happiest feature of everyday life at 
the home is the comradeship between the girls ami the 
matron, for Mrs. Conden has not forgotten her girl- 
hood and is actively interested in all their merry- 
makings. She preaches pfactical sermons on many 
texts—the care of th@ir clothes, habits of domestic 
economy, and the dignity of housewifery. She gently 
disillusionizes the country girl, who imagines it is easy 
to capture a husband in a city full of men, ‘and teaches 


them that marriage does not imply an idle life, but in- 
volves serious responsibilities, and that a well kept 
home and appetizing meals saves mén from dissipation. 
She is so genuinely young that thefe is no need to 
repress the natural exuberance of girlish spirits, no 
necessity for deception, as she forgives: misdemeanors 
and overlooks minor delinquencies. When 4disconsolate 
they come to her for comfort; when joyous he says: 
“Tell me that I may laugh, too.” 

A great sorrow led to the founding of the Eleanor 
clubs far from the noise and turmoil] of ths downtown 
district. When Miss Anna Law Robinson's. betrothed 
died, leaving her a great fortune, she began bullding 
homes for low salaried girls.

The first was opened on Michigan avenue and Fifty- 
eighth street, in a large stone house, with plenty of 
sunshine and fresh air. Eighty girle live l'ke a happy 
family, and whén the second Eleanor club fur fifty-two 
girls was opened at 3216 Wabash avenue, these gir!s 
took an almost maternal interest in its furnishings. In 
the evening they. organized sewing bees ‘+o ruffle the 
curtains and hem the table and bed linen. The house- 
warming was a time of general rejoicing, ani :ie most 
fraternal relations exist between the two clubs. 

For seven years Miss Robinson has made annual 
presentations to the large and well chosen circulating 
library, and her Christmas trees are loaded with gifts 
for these homeless girls. She holds bible classes Friday 
evenings and conducts Sabbath services with little ser- 
mons that are like a tonic to a discouraged gir). 

The clubs are conducted on practically the same 
lines as the other homes, with laundry privileges on 
Saturday, There is no age limit, and transients are 
admitted at extremely reasonable terms, but permanent 
guests must furnish, references from two reliable per 
sons and must be self-supporting. Retter paid girls are 
admitted with the understanding that they must vacate 
their rooms when needed for girls receiving a lower 
wage. Board is $2.75 to $3.50 per week, but the clubs 
are not in nd sense of the word charitable institutions, 
but are conducted on such a business basis that the in- 
come meets the outgo. 


Shielded Ss Pacehises. 


Their greatest treat ia an invitation to Miss Rebin- 
son's luxurious home, where they are entertained as 
guests. At the clubs thére are weékly lectures, mu- 
sicals, chalk talks, and readings with musical accom- 
paniments for those who cannot afford other amuse- 
ments. Mise Robinson's chief aim is to make her girls 
self-supporting and self-reHant. But she stands °by 
them in financial emergencies and is their stanchest 
friend in their hour of peril. 

But there is one unbreakable law in all these homes 
and clubs. The girls must be in at 10:30, or at latest 
11:30 p. m. It seems arbitrary in the extreme to require 
grown girls to keep certain hours, and probably creates 
more discontent in its enforcement than any other law. 
But girls who are safely holsed‘when the night comes 
rarely go astray.

The Noonday Rest Club. 

Twelve years ago Mrs. John Sherwood came from 
‘Boston with a brand new idea that caught the fancy of 
the Klio club, and the noonday rest sprang into exigt- 
ence. It was modeled upon Dr. Hale’s “Lend @ Hand, 
and within a month there were 600 members, with a long 
waiting list. Today 1,600 girls lunch there every noon. 
There is nothing over a nickel—choice roasts, steaks, 
chicken, turkeys, and game. Bread of all kinds is the 
cheapest food, hot or cold, for a penny each. A pat 
of butter costs the same, also pickles and olives, while 
cookies and doughnuts are double the money. Salads 
are 3: and 4 cents, while vegetables, cake, pies, and 
fresh fruit range from 3 to 5 cents. 


It had a humble beginning, but now there are nine 
luxuriously furnished rooms adorned with works of art 
purchased at annual exhibitions of Chicago artists. In 
the library are nearly a thousand books, beside maga- 
zines and papers, and twice a week there are classes in 
French, Spanish, physical culture, English, elecution, 
and music by masters of the arts. For seven years Mrs. 
Sherwood has given free lectures on art and Hterature, 
and every @ay a well known woman physician, gives 
free medical attention to the members. The tired girls 
seek the rést room, fitted up with beds and cozy couches, 
accident of the hour can be 
repaired. It’s better than going home for lunch, and 
all these privileges for a membership fee of 25 cents a 
month. 


The astonishing success of the club bas resulted in 
the adoption of its methods as a business proposition 
by many women, and today there are twenty-four 
flourishing clubs of this character scattered through 
the busin@ss district. One suc cessful] club is patronized 
exclusively by business women who are operating with 
their own capital, heads of’ departments, and those hoid- 
ing important confidential positions. The Noonday club 
is the largest club in the world, with a membership of 
2,700 girls. The clubroom is exceedingly artistic, being 
done in old blue and golden oak, with hangings of 
cathedral pattefn. It has all the distinctive char- 
acteristics of the OMinal club with the additional bene- 
fit of a hospital room free to members in sickness or 
accident. Also a list of personally inspected rooms 
where girls can hédge at reasonable rates. All these 
clubs have the modern conveniences, telephone, writing 
desks and club stationery, club classes in the arts, and 
practical lectures. But perhaps the most prized privi- 
lege to a hungry girl is the opportunity te get a de- 
licious lunch for a trifle, and the chance to Ife down 
often saves the weary one from. hours of pain.

PICKLED WALNUTS—Sait and water 100 
walnuts. To each quart of vinegar allow 
two ounces of whole black pepper, one ounce 
of allspice, one ounce of bruised ginger. Pro- 
cure the walnuts while young; be careful 
they are not woody, and. ‘them well 
with a fork.. Prepare a strong brine of salt 
and water—four pounds of salt to each gal- 
lon of water—into which put the walnuts, 
letting them remain nine days and changing 
the brine every third day; drain them off, 
put them on a dish, place it in the sun unt'!

or three days Have ready dry jars, in 
which to place the walnuts, Do not quite 
fill them. 

Boil sufficient vinegar to cover them tor 
ten minutes, with spices in the above pro- 
portion, and pour it hot over the walnuts, 
which must be quite covered with the pickla 
Tie down and keep in a dry place.

PICKLED MUSHROOMS—Sufficientvine- 
gar to cover the mushrooms, to’ each quart 
of “mushrooms, two blades of pounded mace, 
one ounce of ground pepper, salt to taste. 
Choose young button mushrooms for pick- 
ling and rub off the skin with a piece of 
flannel and salt‘and cut off the stalks; if 
large take out the red inside and reject the 
black oned, as they are too old. Put them 
in a stewpan, sprinkle salt over them, with 
pounded mace and pepper in the above pro- 
portiong; shake them well over a clear fire 
until the-liquor flows and keep them there 
until it. is all dried up again. Add enough 
vinegar to’ cover them; let it simmer for ore 
minute, and store away in stone jars.. When 
cold tie down. with bladder and-keep in a 
dry place. They will remain good for a 
length of time and are considered delicious.

When cold fill them with a force meat of a 
cupful of minced chicken, two tablespoonfuls 
of minced ham, one of fine bread crumbs, and 
two of melted ‘butter.: Arrange in a bake 
dish, stréw fine crumbs ontop, and pour 
about them a good cup of chicken gravy. 
Bake covered half an hour before browning. 


WEST INDIAN PILAU.—Prepare the pep- 


pers and when cold fry in butter. Drain and 
chop or cut into, small pieces. In the butter 
left in the pan fry out a small sliced onion 
and strain it out. Add to the butter three 
tablespoonfuls of chicken stock, Haveready 
a cupful of boiled rice which has been’ kept 
hot and dry in the oven. Turn‘it into a deep 
Gish; boil up the stock; add the chopped 
pepper and pour over the rice. Loosen the 
rice with a fork, to allow the peppers’ and 
gravy to penetrate the mass and serve. 

FRIED GREEN PEPPERS.—Cut open 
lengthwise, takirig care not to let the seeds 
touch the sideé. Take out the seeds, slice the 
peppers crosswise, and lay in boiling water 
until they are ¢oild. ‘Drain and wipe the 
sliced peppers and fry in butter. Serve dry, 
as an accompaniment to fish. 

CUBAN PEPPER SALAD.—Sliced pota- 
toes, shredded red cabbage; shredded green 
peppers in equal parts; one cup of “ pencil 
strips" of cooked cold corned beef; ‘half a 
chopped onion, one sliced cucumber. .Mixal?

Chicago Has Nine 
Stock Companies. 


For the first time in theatrical history Chi- 
cago has more stock companies than New 
York, and this is only an indication of the 
renewed interest in stock company work 
that is being shown. all over. the country. 
With the opening of the New theater Chicago 
has nine stock companies, more than ever 
before. 

New York has fewer of these organizations, 
while other cities in whieh there have never 
been any companies of this sort hitherto have 
now begun to play them. ~ 

So deep has become the interest in stock 
work that much more money than was ever 
spent before by Keith and Proctor is now 
being spent by those two top line vaudeville 
managers in New York to support their stock 
company organization. It was from one of 
their companies that the directors of Chica- 
go's endowed New theater secured James 
Durkin, their leading man. 

While stock cofmpany players are appear- 
ing In fine theaters in the east several stock 
company organizations are still playing in 
tents in San Francisco whfie the theaters in 
which they will make their permanent homes 
are being built. 

The stock companies have the distinction 
of bavine developed the only two woman 
theatrical managers in the United States. 
Elizabeth Schober directs the destinies of 
the Players’ Stock company which appears 
at the Bush temple in Chicago, and~ Mrs. 
Boyle has for a long time controlled the stock 
company situation in Nashville, Tenn. 

Indeed, the south, which is notas good the- 
atrical territory as the north, because it con- 
taing fewer and smaller towns and has more 
long railroad jumps, has fallen into line in 
fine shape. Mortimer Snow, a well known 
leading man in stock, has just closed a season 
of fifty weeks at New Orleans and Memphis, 
and so long a season is unknown in the north. 
It has a duplicate on the Pacific coast, where 
the stock companies in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco run all the year round. 7 

Actors and actresses become famous to 
stock company audiences, and yet may never 
be heard of in other theaters. Other players 
graduate from the hard work and drill of 
stock organizations into companies in which 
the tasks are lighter. In this year’s “ The 
Prince of India” company, for instance, 
there are two well known gradudtes from 
Chicago stock companies. Emmett Corrt- 
gan, who played at the old Dearborn theater 

as leading man of the stock company there, 
sims the title role in the big Klaw & Erlang- 
er spectacle, and the principal. woman's part 
is played by Adelaide Keim, who last season 
was feading wornan at the Bush temple. 

Anne Sutherland. who was leading woman

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Many Dramas 
Are Imported. 


If such an artistic thing as the drama can 
be spoken Of by anybody except its mana- 
gers in the terms of commerce it ought to 
be recorded that the import trade of the 
United States in dramas has fallen off and 
that this country’s export trade has risen 
from nothing to a corsitierable amount. * 

The principal factora in increasing the ex- 
port trade in American drama and musical 
comedy are Charies Frohman and the Shu- 
berts. These two managerial forces fight 
each other on this side of the water continu- 
ally. Frohman is lined up with Klaw and 
Erianger, Hayman Nixon, and Zimmerman, 
and the other elements in the theatrical trust. 
The Shuberts are at the head of the inde- 
pendents. Yet in the business of placing 
the American goods upon the English market 
the rival American managers subordinate 
their selfish interests to their broad minded- 
ness. In London they have done many cour- 
teous favors for each other, Another im- 
porter is Henry W. Savage. Indirectly he 
imported Camille Clifford into the English 
peerage, far it was he who engaged her for 
the chorus in “ The Prince of Pilsen,’ and 
gent her to Europe. 

aa, 

George W. Lederer was one of the pioneers 
in the exporting induetry and before nor 
since none other has been as successful as he 
was during the record breaking run of ‘* The 
Belle of New York ” at the Shaftesbury the- 
ater in London. His partner in that enter- 
prise was George Musgrove, the Australian 
manager, whose wife, Nellie Stewart, played 
an engagement at the Chicago opera house 
this last winter. Musgrove is an Australian 
exporter. He has sent his wife to act in 
this country and contemplates favoring 
America with some of his other attractions. 

Henry B. Harris, who controls the wonder- 
fully successful ** The Lion and the Mouse "' 
(so successful that it takes four companies 
this seagon to ‘supp! y the American demand 
alone) tried exporting this particular drama 
to England during the last season. It failed. 
but he will gend over “ The Chorus Lady,”’ 
the James Forbes piece which, elaborated 
from a vaudeville playlet, has made a great 
success and has piaced Rose Stahl among 
the ranks of the stare. 

Augustin Daly was an exporter in. the ear- 
lier days and even had a theater with his 
name above the door in London, as he had in 
New York. In London he produced many 
musical pleces and paved the way for George 
Edwardes, Frank Curzon, and other London 
managers to export similar goode to America. 

~~ 

lt used to be so that most of the dramatic 
goods constimed in Amerfca bore the label 
‘made in Germany,” or “‘ made in France.’ 
or ‘made in England.’ The French farces 
that were so plentiful in the later ‘90s 
are seen no more and kt is just as well. The 
Frohmans wasted splendid actors in their 
presentation, but most of them were of such 
a low moral tone that their succese was 
equivocal even on Broadway. The German 
product was relished a little later by the ad- 
herents of ‘the Sudermann and the Haupt- 
mann @rama. ‘* The Sunken Beli” and the 
other triumphs in mysticism pleased those 
theatergoers that inclined to the German line 
of goods. The American import trade from 
England always hae been great. George 
Bernard Shaw, who, though an Irishman, 
does his writing and money counting In Lon- 
don, has helped increase it. While England 
has such dramatists as it has, it is not likely 
that this trade will fall off. Few countries, 
indeed, have been given at one time €s pleas- 
ing a collection of playwrights as Arthur 
Wing Pinero, Henry Arthur.Jones, H. VY. 
EBemond, Henry Hamiiton (ittle known in 
America. but the author of “ Harvest,’ one 
of the finest plays ever written), Sydney 
Grundy, and some others. Pinero might be 
called great The others hardly aspire w 
that classification, but they write so well 
that importers always are looking. for their 
products. In New York play agents find thet 
the demand for the English made articie still 
ig strong.

But Miss Har- 
ned, personator of many tainted women, and 
Sardou, creator of a long line of them, seem 
to have sought a comic relief from crimes 
of passion. They frolic now with their ac- 
customed theme of matrimonial dishonor. 
The love letter over which they raise a 
merry row was found in Virginia's desk by 
her second husband, and it exposed the fact 
that she was guilty of a scandalous escapade 
with some man not indicated, nor were the 
time and place of the misconduct shown. 
The wife declared that it had eceurred dur- 


ing the time of her first husband, from whom 


she had been divorced, but the present hus- 
band wouldn't believe her, and she began to 
prove that she wasn’t untrue to her newer 
marital vows by getting herself into such a 
tangle and mass of falsehood and misunder- 
standing as the familiar French farce is 
made of.

In this play Sardou eased up from the 
stress of making tragedies of sin for Sarah 
Bernhardt and made a jovial farce on the 
same everlasting subject for Gabrielle Re- 
jane, who has used it a long while in Paris; 
but something was done to it before Virginia 
Harned got it—sometihng more than trans- 
lation into English. Sardou’s earlier and 
lighter plays usually contained a single re- 
markable situation each, and no more, the 
rest being a clever killing of time before the 
important scene was reached.

isian audiences. Then came a final act 
which rouged them to enthusiasm. The wife 
took her second husband to a rural inn to 
prove, by the date of the registry of herself 
and @ man, that the smirch on her record 
was six years old. The first husband and the 
man followed her to the tavern and con- 
tested with each other for a resumption of 
her favor. The goings on turned the newer 
husband's jealousy into a passionate effort 
to regain her for himself. So she landed in 
his arms as the curtain fell. 

That third act was not deeméd safe for the 
American public. So all ef the wickedness 
was eliminated and the play was ended 
lamely and tamely with a dull reconciliation. 
But something or other had to be put in to 
fill the space thus emptied. A bridal pair, 
consisting of an old man and a young girl, 
not previously seen or heard of and having 
nothing whatever to do with the story, ar- 
rived at the inn and were serenaded by a mob 
of picnickers, one of whom sang a wholly 
irrelevant ballad. For a quarter of an hour 
the action of th® farce was halted by ex- 
travaganza, yet after all the play was too 
short as. well as too thin. Miss Harned was 
vigorous throughout, however, and it is a
